betrayals of trust on the part of elty 
dealers to whom fartn products have 
been consigned. It Is doubtful If It 
could be demonstrated thnt all the 
shortcomings of the commission busi­ 
ness «s now conducted are the fault 
of the merchant. 
M arketing farm 
products through the commission houso 
is a partnership affair, nnd no partner­ 
ship can he a complete success unless 
each partn er does his best and is 
willing to mnke It possible for the 
other to work to best advantage. 
Too often the commission man Is 
used as a lest resort and products un­ 
desirable on the home market, either 
bernu-e of their low grade or because 
of n weak market, are dumped on the 
city 
market.

W hile currants nre in season let ttfi 
put up some t'.or winter and uso them 
fresh for various dishes.

Pens should 
not stand after being shelled.

Shell and sort, 
putting only peas of th** same size and 
degree of ripeness together. 
Do not 
use hard, m ature peas among tender 
ones or big peas with very sniull ones. 
Blanching (dipping Into hot water) 
la very Important. If well done. It pre­ 
vents cloudy liquor, mnkes the peas 
tender, and also removes some of the 
gluey substance which coats them. 
Blanch by dipping the shelled peas 
In a clean cheesecloth sack, Into boiling 
w ater one to four minutes, depending 
on the age of the peas. 
Put instantly, 
w hile hot. Into cold water, (one tea­ 
spoonful salt to one quart wnter) and 
remove after about 30 seconds. 
Drain and pack to within one-half 
Inch of the top of the previously boiled 
Jar. 
If the Jur Is filled too full, a few 
peas at the top may burst and make 
the 
liquor 
cloudy. 
Add 
seasoning 
(one-third level teaspoonful Halt snd 
two-thlrda level teaspoonful sugar to 
the quart) and fill with hot water and 
paddle well to remove all air bubbles. 
Partially acal Jara. 
Processing with steam under pres- 
finre Is recommended. Process pints 45 
mlnntes nnder pressure of 10 pounds. 
Seal immediately, cool In a draft-free 
place. 
When cold test for leaks, and 
store In a cool, dark, dry place. 
If the intermittent boiling process Is 
used, boll for 90 m inutes on the first 


day, and 60 minutes on the second and 
third days. 
Before each «ubscqnent 
boiling the covers must be loosened, 
and after each bolMng the covers must 
1<© securely tightened to make sealing 
complete. 
Cool, test for leaks snd 
store. 
If n single-period boiling process Is 
used, place Jars In the ©nnner snd boll 
for at least three hours. 
Seal, cool,

PEAS 
r|;,,,^ 


Green peas are among the most dif- 


ficult vegetables to can at home. Ab- 
solute cleanliness, quick work, atten- 
tion to every detail, are essentials to 
success. Only young and very freshly 
gathered peas should be canned. Pens 
are best gathered in the carry morning 
when cool. Work rapidly from the mo- 
ment they are gathered. Peas should 
not stand after being shelled. Get 
them into the previously boiled Jars as 
rapidly as possible. Shell and sort, 
putting only peas of the same size and 
degree of ripeness together. Do not 
use hard, mature peas among tender 
ones or big peas with very "small ones. 


Blanching (dipping into hot water) 


Is very important If well done, it pre- 
vents cloudy liquor, makes tho peas" 
tender, and also removes some of the 
gluey spbstance which coats them. 


Blanch by dipping the shelled peas 


In a clean cheesecloth sack, into boiling 
water one to four minutes, depending 


day, and 60 minutes on the second and 
third days. Before each subsequent 
boiling the covers must be loosened, 
and after each boiling the covers must 
be securely tightened to make sealing 
complete. 
Cool, test for leaks and 


store. • 


If a" single-period boiling process is 


used, place Jars In the canner and boll 
for at least three hours. Seal, cool, 
test and store.—United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture.
